The Battle of Chancellorsville. 


When the memory of the old soldier goes 
back to Chancellorsville, twenty-three years 
ago, who can describe his feeling. 
General 
Hooker stood at Spottsylvania commanding 
132,908 Potomac soldiers and General Lee 
was on tne heights of Fredericksburg with 
62,000 men. 


Backing Hooker were such warriors as 
Stoneman, 
Reynolds, 
Couch, 
Sickles, 
Meade, Sedgwick, Howard and Slocum. Lee 
had Jackson, Early and Anderson at his 
command, and there waged one of the 
fiercest battles on record, continuing from 
May 
1 to May 
4, 
1863. 
A 
corres- 
pondent gives this account: In the summer 
•f 1883 I visited again some of the famous 
«onthem battlefields. At Fredericksburg,Va., 
I procured a buggy and driver to drive to 
Chancellorsville. 
The drirer was a young 
fellow of about 18 years, grown up since the 
•war, but seemed to be well posted in regard 
to the various battles which had been fought 
in (iiat section of the country, and gave me a 
good deal of information. 


Our road led up the hill in rear of the town, 
by the stone wall and sunken road, which 
our men tried in vain so many times to 
carry, past the Mayre house, stopping for a 
few mconents at the National cemetery, and 
then on to Chancellorsville, 


The country presents but 
few natural 
features to attract the attention of the tour- 
ist 
The farm houses seem large and com- 
fortable, and for the most part the farms 
seem to be well tilled. I learaed that many 
of than were owned and occupied by north- 
«m or western men who had settled there 
since ttie war. 
My driver informed me thatn 
he could always tell the farm of a northern 
man by the fine outbuildings he always 
builds as soon as he locates. 
And I after- 
ward found by observation that it was so. 
We passed through 
one 
section of the 
country which seemed to me to be a better 
place to fight a battle than Chancellorsville— 
plenty of room to deploy and maneuver large 
bodies of troop», which was not the case at 
Chancellorsville. I had been at the Chancel- 
lor house in 1878. The farm was then occu- 
pied on a lease by a Michigan farmer, and 
the villain charged me $1.35 for a dinner of 
hog and hominy, and 25 cents for a glass of 
mUki May he never grow fail 


The house, which had been destroyed dur- 
ing the battle, had since been rebuilt in a very 
substantial maimer of brick. 
The pictures 
acoompanying this sketch were made from

In 1883 the house was tenanted by one Bob 
Oliver, a riative of the vicinity. 
He was a 
man of about 55 or 60 years of age, and to- 
gether with his son, a young man of about 
30, and with the help of a neg^o carried on 
the farm. They proved to be very pleasant 
people and in the two days I stayed with 
them I received from them nothing but kind- 
ness, and in the evening, sitting on the porch, 
I limned to his stories of war times with 
much pleasure. 
For some reason or other 
Bob had not been in the army, but ran a 
small farm five or six miles from Chancel- 
lorsville, and judging from the accounts of 
Bob and his good wife, they had rather a 
lively time of it. If he is to be believed the 
Confederates were even worse thieves than 
the Yankees—anything 
in 
the shape of 
green com or the contents of the smokehouse 
was considered fair g ^ e , and a horso 
was not safe even in the cellar of a dwelling 
house. During the last year of the war this 
section of the country was more or less ex- 
posed to the raiding of both parties. The in- 
habitants were obliged to give up even the 
pretense of raising a crop and to depend 
upon luck for the means of keeping body and 
soul together. 


All this reminds me that no matter how 
carefully a man may have been reared—^no 
matter how much trouble may have been 
taken to instill into his mind a proper re* 
gard for the property rights of others—once 
let him get a uniform coat on his back, and 
he seems to lose all conception of meum and 
teum, and to have no more scruples about con- 
flscating a chicken, an armful of com, a hog, 
or even a horse, than a cat would have over 
dining oflF a pet canary bird. I know a man 
now living at Hyde Park who stole a black- 
smith's heavy hammer, and the most 
notorious forager I ever knew was the 
•on of an Episcopal^ clergyman of Boston, 
and besides, I confess, that like the man who 
was warning his son of the evil results of 
card playing, I speak from experience. Th® 
general features of the battlefield are about 
the same as in 1863. The grounds about the 
house, and the opening on the south side of 
the i^ank road in the direction of Hazel 
grove, are still open and devoted to agricul- 
ture, and what was forest on the day of the 
battle is forest stilL As but few of the trees 
are of a kind valuable for timber, but few 
have been cut. and those principally white 
ctJa for railroad ties, and "^th the exception 
of a few places where the young growth has 
enpt oat into the open, there is no difficulty 
in rsoognieing IqcaUtieB.

the ground about was still strewn with such 
of the debris as was not quickly perishable, 
such as belt plates, buttons and the other 
iron portions of a soldier's kit, and under the 
fallen leaves I found more than fifty bullets 
in a search at less than ten minutes. 
A short 
distance in front of the position held by the 
First Massachusetts regiment there is a wood 
road leading on to the right, and in the angle 
of the two roads stands a bowlder about 
feet high; its other dimensions are about 
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feet each way. It is a common quartz, brought 
there by a Fredericksburg gentleman, and is 
supposed to mark the spot where Jackson 
fell. But I was informed by the people re- 
siding about there that the exact spot is 
some thirty feet from the stone. The "rude 
memorial" beai-s no inscription, and has been 
much mutilate by relic hunter^s. 


In roaming through the woods that after- 
noon I suddenly came on a human skeleton- 
It lay close 
to the foot 
of 
a large 
oak 
tree, 
and 
was 
partially 
hidden 
by bushes and fallen leaves; the imperish- 
able portions of the dead soldier's outfit lay 
IFith these bones, and the buttons and waist- 
belt plate showed him to have been one of 
our men. Thei-< was a hole about the size of 
a walnut through the left temple and a larger 
one in the back part of the right side of the 
head. 
Of course, there was nothing about to 
«stablish his identity. In mentioning the cir- 
cumstance to Mr. Oliver and expressing sur- 
prise that the remains had not been picked 
up and interred at the National cemetery, 
be laughed, and said that if I wished he or 
liis son would show me "right smart more of

them to-morrow." And true enough, he did 
take me to a place where, in a spot not larger 
than an ordinary suburban house lot, lay the 
skeletons of five men, three of whom were 
ours. He told me it was a common thing 
for northern visitors to carry away human 
bones as mementoes of their visit. 


While in the woods I started several deer 
and twenty-five or thirty wild turkeys, and 
I never :^aw quail more abundant than they 
were in and about the openings. 


In the evening, seated upon the piazza, I 
listened to the old man's stories. 
It seemed 
that when Hooker's advance reached the 
house it was occupied bv Mrs. Chancellor and 
her daughter. 
When Hooker arrived in per- 
son he took possession of the place for head- 
quarters, and finding the ladies there re- 
fused to allow them to leave to go to their 
friends, which was proper enough, but would 
not even let them go to a place of safety in 
the rear of our army, but made them remain 
in the house till tha shells of the enemy had 
set it on fire and he was obliged to abandon 
it himself. 
The house was completely con- 
sumed, as well as some of our wounded who 
were in it at the time. 


The stories of the guileless Robert are not 
all to be believed, however. 
Pointing to a 
twelve-pound shot sticking into the west wall 
of the house, about twenty feet from the 
ground, he said, "Do you see that thar bomb 
up thar?" I nodded in acquiesence. 
"Wall, 
that thar bomb kem from one of Jackson's 
cannons on that thar hill, and stuck in that 
thar walL" I at once called his attention to 
the fact that a shot coming from "that thar" 
hill would strike "that thar" wall at such an 
angle that it could not "stick," but would 
inevitably glance off; that that portion of 
the wall had evidently been rebuilt since the 
battle, as shown by the fresh condition of the 
mortar; and besides, I remembered distinctly 
that when we passed the spot in May, 1864, 
the wall was down. The ball had been

placed there when the wall was rebuilt, 
but wiU answer all purposes to show to 
strangers. 
By the way, there are a good 
many bullets lying in the grass in the door 
yard, but as they don't seem to be bruised or 
misshapen I have a great notion that the

As 9 o'clock drew near the family retired 
to their apartments, but 1 remained on the 
piazza alone till far into the morning. 
The 
night was clear and beautiful, the moon 
shone as brightly as on that terrible night in 
May, '63, when she looked down on that scene 
of horror. Not a sound to break the stillness 
except the occasional hoot of an owl in the 
forest back of the house and the mournful 
voices of the whip-poor-wilLs. 
I 
found 
myself 
wondering 
if 
they 
could 
b» 
the 
same 
that 
sang 
th^ir 
doleful 
Bangs that night twenty years ago ovei 
the stark and mangled forms that lay 
in the track of Jackson's victorious columns. 


Then the recollections crowded upon me! 
Again I heard the booming of those guns 
which, late in the afternoon of the 2d of May, 
awakened us so mdely from our fancied 
security. 
Again the bugle sounded to call 
us once more to battle. Again we marched 
by the house where stood the old general we 
had followed so long—hatless, his white hair 
the sport of the breeze. 
There on the plank 
road were the routed colunms of the Eleventh 
corps—men, horses, girns, all in one inex- 
tricable mass, fleeing to a place of safety. 
There to the left is Hazel grove, once in our 
possession, and the relinquishment of which 
made all this disaster possible. 
Do vim tbat 
wood road leading from Hazel grove rode 
Maj. Huey, at the head of the Eighth Penn- 
sylvania corps, and plunged headlong into 
the center of Jackson's line, ordered to check 
them at any cost. 
And what a cost! Men 
and horses went down by scores, and of all 
the officei*s the commander alone escaped mi- 
harmed, his horse bleeding from twenty 
wounds. There on that ridge Pleasanton 
placed 
the 
twenty 
guns 
and 
threw 
double canister 
into the 
faces of 
the 
enemy. 
Through 
that woods, at 
dead 
of 
night, 
swept 
Birney's 
division 
to 


strike the enemy before he should have time 
to reform. There in that gloomy woodland 
road Jackson—Lee's right arm—went to his 
long account. 
Close to the woods Berry fell; 
I see him now, as then, hands thrown into 
the air, the sword falling from his lifeless 
fingers. There was Hooker himself, striving 
to check the flight of the panic-stricken fugi- 
tives, and to wrest victory from the grasp of 
defeat 


Ah! there were other sounds than the 
mournful notes of the whiT-poor-wiU with 
which the air was laden on those fair May 
nights twenty long years ago. 
The bright 
moonlight fell on other forms than those 
flocks and herds now resting in the shadow 
of the trees. Then field and forest resounded 
with the shrieks of mortal agony and the 
moon saw thousands of God's creatures, 
made by His own hand, in His own image, 
lying stark and stiff in valley and on hillside, 
wrapped in that slumber which knows no 
awakening.

CHICAGO, 
Miy 
1.—Seven furniture 
inamifacinrei.s on Jefferson street closed 
their la^torice Jast night to await the ac- 
tion of the executive committee of the 
Furniture iNIanufacturers' 
association. 
This locks oat over 700 men. 


Fully 500 striking 
railroad freight 
handlers met 
this 
morning. 
After 
speeches in favor of .enforcing the de- 
mand now for shorter hours, the men 
started for the Wabash freight yards to 
urge the men employed to stop work. 
The crowd increased in size as it moved. 
They entered the Wabash yards and 
men there at once began quitting work 
and soon joined others in a body and 
went to the Rock Island and Louisville 
and New Albany and Chicago, where 
they met the same success. 


The employes of the pork packers 
heard 
reports 
last night from some 
houses generally favorable to the adop- 
tion of the eight hour system, with a 
slight change in pay. 
They meet again 
to hear the full reports. 
The men are 
disposed to give the packers time to con- 
sult and agree. 


The freight handlers of the Illinois 
Central have asked for the eight hour 
system with ten hours a day, and want 
an answer by 4 o'clock to-day. 


The handlers of the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern expect to quit to- 
day, having been refused eight hours 
work with ten hours pa^. 


The handlers of the Louisville and 
New Albany and Chicago and Atlantic 
have made the same demand but re- 
ceived do reply. 


The Western Boot and Shoe Manufac- 
turers association have adopted a consti- 
tution and by laws and appointed an ex- 
ecutive committee to take care of all dis- 
putes and manage the general concerns 
of the association. 
The shoe cutters as- 
sembly announce that after Monday 
next the men would work eight 
hours 
for two weeks, when a schedule of prices 
will be adopted. 


The planiDg mill, lumber yard and 
box factory proprietors have called a 
meeting for to-night, pending which all 
lumber yards, planing mills and box 
factories are closed. 


The Lake Shore men have joined the 
strikiug freight handlers. 


The even hundred men in Kirk's soap 
factory have just struck, and the proces- 
sion headed by a band is visiting other 
factories, endeavoring 
to shut 
them 
down. 


The drivers and conductors on the 
Blue Island avenue line demanded a re- 
duction of their trips from seven to six 
without decrease in pay. 
The company 


acced(-d. 


Two hundred men employed by the 
West Division street car company in the 
extension of their lines, struck for eight 
hours. 
The company allowed the men 


to go. 


The Cliicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
and Michigan Central freight handlers 
have stopped work and are marching 
quietly tnrough the streets. 
About ten 
men in the Michigan Central yards re- 
fused to join the strikers and police pro- 
tection was sought by the officers of the 
road. 
The police soon appeared and 
succeeded in clearing the depot without 
using violence, although the men grum- 
bled at being forced back, claiming their 
intentions were peaceable. 


AT ST, LOUIS. 


ST. Louis, May 1.—Several hundred 
carpenters attended a meeting last night 
and it was decided that, beginning to- 
da3% they would work eight hours with 
ight 
hours pay. 
The bosses have 
agreed to the proposition. 


All the plumbers in the city, number- 
ing 200 quit work this morning. 
They 
demand the eigh*i hour system without 
decrease in wages. 
The employers are 
asking time to consider. 


One hundred and fifty employes of the 
Leggett & Meyers' tobacco manufactur- 
ing company struck for an increase of one 
cent per hundred pounds. 


Two hundred and fifty ink works em- 
ployes struck for eight hours without a 
reduction of wages. 


The congressional investigating wm- 
mittee began an examination of business 
men, with a view of finding the extent 
of the loss ,to business by reason of the 
late strike'on the Missouri Pacific. 


AT DIDIANAPOIJIS. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 1.—The Wood-

largest establishment of the kind in the 
country, refuses to pay ten hours' wages 
for eight hour's work, and have closed 
the factory until Wednesday, at which

GBAND RAPIDS, May 1,—The furniture 
manufacturers and employes have ad- 
justed their difficulties, beginning Mon- 
day with an eight hour system, the mat- 
ter of wages varying in the different fac- 
tories. 


HILLS THBEATENED.

ris, proprietor of the woolen mill at 
Penacook, has made an oath that he be- 
lieves his property is threatened by mob 
violence, and has notified the select men 
that he shall hold the town responsible 
for its protection. 
Special policemen 
liave been appointed. 
The select men 
ordered the officers of the Knighta of 
Labor, who ordered the strike, that they 
will be held answerable in the courts for 
any damage suffered by the town. 


AT CINCINNATI. 


CINCINNATI, 
Ohio, May 
1.—About 
500 employes oi the furniture manufac- 
tories and 100 employes of the Bruns 
wick & Balke cou pany, billiard table 
manufacturers, are out in consequence 
of the refusal to grant ten hours pay for 
eight hours work. 
In other branches of 
the industry, while there is general feel- 
ing in favor of eight hours a day, noth- 
ing has been done toward enforcing the 
system.

The Brooklyn tabernacle was elaborately 
decorated Easter Sunday, both on platform 
and galleries. 
The subject of the sermon 
was "Eastertide." Dr. Talmage took his 
text from I. Cor. xv., 20: "Now is Christ 
risen from the dead, and become the first 
fmits of them that slept." He spoke as 
follows: 


On this glorious Easter morning, amid 
the music and flowers, I give you Christian 
salutation. 
This morning Bnssian meet- 
ing Kussian on the streets of St. Peters- 
burg hails him with the salutation, "Christ 
is risen," and is answered by his friend in 
salutation, "He is risen indeed." In some 
parts of England and Ireland to this very 
day there is the superstition that on Easter 
morning the sun dances in the heavens; 
and well may we forgive such a supersti- 
tion, which illustrates the fact that the 
natural world seems to sympathize with the 
spiritual. 


Hail! Easter morning. Flowers! Flow- 
ers! All of them a voice, all of them a 
tongue, all of them full of speech to-day. I 
bend over one of the lilies and I hear it say: 
"Consider the lilies of the field, how they 
grow; they toil not, neither do they spin 
yet Solomon in all his glory was not ar- 
rayed as one of these." I bend over a rose 
and it seems to whisper: "I am the rose 
of Sharon." And then I stand and listen. 
From all sides there comes the chorus of 
flowers, saying: "If God so clothe the 
grass of the field, which to-day is and to- 
morrow is cast into the oven, shall He not 
much more clothe you, O ye of little 
faith?" 


Flowers! Flowers! Braid them into the 
bride's hair. Flowers! Flowers! 
Strew 
them over the graves of the day, sweet 
prophecy of the resurrection. 
Flowers! 
Flowers! Twist them into a garland for my 
Lord Jesus on Easter morning. "Glory be to 
the Father, and to the Son, and to the Holy 
Ghost; as it was in the beginning, is now, 
and ever shall be." 


^Vhy, if a rainbow this morning had 
fallen and struck the galleries and struck the 
platform the scene could not have been 
more radiant. Oh! how bright and how 
beautiful the flowers, and how much they 
make me think of Christ and his religion, 
that 
brightens 
everything it touches, 
brightens our life, brightens our character, 
brightens society, brightens the church, 
brightens everything. You who go with 
gloomy countenance, pretending you are 
better than I am because of your Ingubri- 
ousness, you cannot cheat me. You old 
hypocrite! I know you. Pretty case you 
are for a man that professes to be more 
than conqueror. It is not religion that 
makes you gloomy, it is the lack of it. 
There is just as much religion in a wed- 
ding as in a burial, just as much religion 
in a smile as in a tear. Those gloomy 
Christians we sometimes see are the people 
to whom I like to lend money, for I never 
see them again! The women came to the 
Savior's tomb and they dropped spices all 
around the toinb, and those spices were 
the seed that began to grow, and from 
them came all the flowers of this Easter 
mom. 
The two angels robed in white 
took hold of the stone at the Savior's tomb, 
and they hurled it with such force down the 
hill that it crushed in the door of the 
world's sepulcher, and the stark and the 
dead must come forth. 


I care not how labyrinthine the manso- 
leum, or how costly the sarcophagus, or 
however beautifully parterred the family 
giounds, we want them all broken up by 
the Lord of the resurrection. 
They must 
come out. Father and mother, they must 
Husband and wife, they must 
Brother and sister, they must 
Our darling children, they must 
The eyes that we close with 
such trembling fingers must open again in 
the radiance of that mom. The arms we 
folded in dust must join ours in an em- 
brace of reunion. 
The voice that was 
hushed in our dwelling must be returned. 
Oh, how long some of you seem to be 
waiting—waiting for the 
resurrection, 
waiting! And for these broken hearts to- 
day I make a soft, cool bandage out of 
Easter flowers. 


Six years ago, the night before Easter, I 
received an Easter card on which there was 
a representation of that exquisite flower, 
the trumpetcreeper, and under it the words: 
The tmmpet shall sound and the dead 
shall rise." 
There was especial reason 
why at that time I should have that card 
sent me, and I present the same consola- 
tion to-day to all in this house—and who 
has escaped? 


My friend, this moming I find in the 
risen Christ a prophecy of our own resur- 
rection, my text setting forth the idea that 
as Christ has risen so His people will 
rise. He, the first sheaf of the resurrec- 
tion harvest; He, "the first fruit of them 
that slept." 
Before I get through this 
morning I will walk through all the ceme- 
teries of the dead, through all the country 
graveyards, where your loved ones are bur- 
ied, and I will pluck off these flowers and I 
will drop a sweet promise of the gospel—a 
rose of hope, a lily of joy—on every tomb 
—the child's tomb, the husband's tomb, the 
wife's tomb; the father's grave, the moth- 
er's grave; and while we celebrate the res- 
urrection of Christ we will at the same 
time celebrate the resurrection of all the 
good. "Christ the first fraits of them that 
slept." 


If I should come to you this moming and 
ask you for the names of the great con- 
querors of the world you would say Alex- 
ander, Caesar, Philip, Napoleon I. Ah, my 
friends, you have forgotten to mention the 
name of a greater conqueror than all these 
—a cruel, a ghastly conqueror. He rode 
on a black horse across Waterloo, Atlanta, 
and Chalons, the bloody hoofs crushing the 
hearts of nations. 
It is the conqueror 
Death. He carries a black flag and he 
takes no prisoners. He digs a trench 
across the hemispheres and fills it with the 
carcasses of nations. 
Fifty times would 
the world have been depopulated had not 
God kept making new generations. Fifty 
times would the world have swimg lifeless 
through the air—no man on the mountain, 
no man on the sea—an abandoned ship 
plowing through immensity. 


Again and again has He done this work 
with all generations. 
He is a monarch as 
well as a conqueror; his palace a sepul- 
cher, his fountains the falling tears of a 
world. Blessed be God, in the light of this 
Easter morning I see the prophecy that his 
scepter shall be broken and his palace shall 
be demolished! The hour is coming when 
all who are in their graves shall come 
forth. Christ risen, we shall rise. Jesus, 
"the first fraits of them that slept." 


Now, around this doctrine of the resur- 
rection there are a great many mysteries. 
You come to me this moming and say: "If 
the bodies of the dead are to be raised, how 
is this, and how is that?" and yon ask me 
a thousand questions I am incompetent to 
answer; but there are a great many things 
you believe that you are not able to ex- 
] plain. You would be a very foolish man

Explain that wart on the 
finger. Explain 
why the oak leaf 
is different from the leaf of the hickory 
Tell me how the Lord Almighty can turn 
the chariot of His omnipotence on a rose 
leaf. You ask me questions about the 
resurrection I cannot answer. I will ask 
you a thousand questions about every-day 
life you cannot answer. 


I find my strength in this passage: "All 
who are in their graves shall come forth." 
I do not pretend to make the explanation 
You go on and say: "Suppose a retumed 
missionary dies in Brooklyn; when he was 
in China his foot was amputated; he lived 
years after in England; he is buried to-day 
in Greenwood; in the resurrection will the 
foot come from China, and will the differ- 
ent parts of the body be reconstructed in 
the resurrection? How is that possible?" 


You say that the human body changes 
every seven years, and by seventy years of 
age a man has had ten bodies; in the resur- 
rection which will come up? You say 
"A man will die and his body crumble into 
the dust fmd that dust be taken up into the 
life of the vegetable; an animal may eat the 
vegetable, men eat the animal; in the 
resurrection that body, distributed in so 
many directions, how shall it be gathered 
up?" Have you any more questions of this 
style to ask? Come in and ask them, 
do not pretend to answer them. I fall back 
upon the announcement of God's word 
"All who are in their graves shall come 
forth." 


You have noticed, I suppose, in reading 
the story of the resurrection, that almost 
every account of the Bible gives the idea 
that the characteristic of that day will be a 
^eat 
sound. I 
do not know 
that 
it will be very loud, but I know it will be 
very penetrating. 
the mausoleum where 
silence has reigned a thousand years that 
voice must penetrate. In the coral cave of 
the deep that voice must penetrate. 
Mill- 
ions of spirits will come through the gates 
of etemity, and they will come to the tombs 
of the earth and they will cry: "Give u« 
back our bodies; we gave them to yon in 
corruption—surrender them now in incor- 
raption." Htindreds of spirits hovering 
about the crags of Gettysburg, for there the 
bodies are buried. 
A hundred thousand 
spirits coming to Greenwood, for there the 
bodies are buried, waiting for the reunion 
of body and soul. 


All along the sea route from New York 
to Liverpool, at every few miles, where a 
steamer went down, departed spirits com- 
ing back are hovering over the wave. 
There is where the City of Boston perished. 
Found at last. 
There is where the Presi- 
dent perished. 
Steamer found at last. 
There is where the Central America went 
down. 
Spirits hovering, hundreds of spir- 
its hovering; waiting for the retmion of 
body and soul. 
Out on the prairie a spirit 
alights. There is where a traveler died in 
the snow. 
Crash goes Westminster abbey 
and the poets and orators come forth. 
Wonderful mingUng of good and bad. 
Wilberforce the good; Queen Elizabeth the 
bad. 
Crash go the pyramids of Egypt, and 
the monarchs come forth. 


Who can sketch this scene? I suppose 
that one moment before that general rising 
there will be an eternal silence save as you 
hear the grinding of a wheel, or the clatter 
of the hoofs of a procession passing into 
the cemetery. 
Silence in all the caves of 
the earth. Silence on the side of the 
mountain. Silence down in the valleys and 
far out into the sea. Silence. 
But in a 
moment, in the twinkling of an eye, as the 
archangel's trampet comes pealing, roll- 
ing, crashing across the mountains and sea, 
the earth will give one terrific shudder and 
the graves of the dead will heave like the 
wave of the sea, and Ostend and Sebasto- 
pol and Chalons will stalk forth in the lurid 
air, and the drowned will come up and 
wring out their wet locks above the billow, 
and all the land and all the sea become one 
moving mass of life—all faces, all ages 
and conditions gazing in one direction and 
upon one throne, the throne of resurrec- 
tion. "All who are in their graves shall 
come forth." 


"But," you say, "if this doctrine of the 
resurrection is tme as prefigured by this 
Easter moming, Christ 'the first f ^ t s of 
them that slept,' Christ rising, a promise 
and a prophecy of the rising of all His peo- 
ple, can you tell us something about the 
resurrected body?" 
I can. There are 
mysteries about that, but I shall tell you 
three or four things in regard to the resur- 
rected body that are beyond guessing and 
beyond mistake. 


In the first place I remark, in regard to 
vour resurrected body, it will be a glorious 
3ody. The body we have now is a mere 
skeleton of what it would have been if sin 
had not marred and defaced it. Take the 
most exquisite statue that was ever made 
by an artist, and chip it here and chip it 
there with a chisel, and batter and bruise it 
here and there, and then stand it out in the 
storms of a hundred years, and the beanty 
would be gone. Well, the human body 
has been chipped and battered and braised 
and damaged with the storms of a thou- 
sand years—the physical defects of other 
generations coming down from generation 
to generation, we inheriting the infelicities 
of past generations; but in the moming 
of the resurrection 
the body will be 
adomed and beautified according to the 
original model, and there is no such differ- 
ence between a gymnast and an emaciated 
wretch in a lazaret, as there will be a differ- 
ence between our bodies as they are now 
and our resurrected forms. 


There you will see the perfect eye after 
the waters of death have washed out the 
stains of tears and study. There you will 
see the perfect hand, after the knots of toil 
have been untied from the knuckles. 
There you will see the form erect and 
elastic, after the burdens have gone off the 
shoulder—the very life of God in the body. 


In this world the most impressive thing, 
the most expressive thing, is the human 
face; but that face is veiled with the griefs 
of a thousand years. In the resurrection 
mom that veil will be taken away from the 
face, and the noonday sun is dull and dim 
and stupid compared with the outflaming 
glories of the countenances of the saved. 
When those faces of the righteous, those 
resurrected faces, tum toward the gate or 
look up toward the throne it will be like 
the dawning of a new moming on the 
bosom of everlasting day. O glorious 
resurrected body! 


But I remark also in regard to that body 
which you are to get in the resurrection, it 
will be an immortal body. These bodies 
are wasting away. 
Somebody has said as 
soon as we begin to live we begin to die. 
Unless we begin putting the fuel into the 
furnace the furnace dies out. The blood 
vessels are canals taking the breadstuffs to 
all parts of the system. We must be re- 
constracted hour by hour, day by day. 
Sickness and death are all the time trying 
to get their prey under the tenement or to 
push us off the embankment of the grave, 
out, blessed be God! in the rtsurrection 
we will get a body immortal. No malaria 
in the air, no cough, no neuralgic twiuge, 
no rheumatic pang, no fluttering of the 
heart, no shortness of breath, no ambu- 
lance, no dispensary, no hospital, no in- 
valid's chair, no spectacles to improve the 
dim vision; but health, immortal health. 
O ye who haye aches and pains indescriba- 
ble this inonuog; O ye who are never well;. 
O yo w h o aure I g n i t e d with plvpiòal dis- 


tresses, let m e tell you of the resurrected 
body, free f r o m all disease! Immortal! i m 
mortal! 


I go further and say in regard to that 
body which you are to get in the resurrec 
tion, it will be • powers body. 
We walk 
now eight or ten miles and we aie fatigued 
We lift a few hundred pounds and we are 
exhausted; unarmed we meet a wild beast» 
and we must run, or fly, or climb, or 
dodge, because we are incompetent to meet 
it; we toil eight or ten hours vigorously and 
then we are weary; but in the resurrection 
we are to have a body that never gets 
tired. Is it not a glorious thought? 


Plenty of occupation in heaven, I sup- 
pose, and Broadway, New York, in the 
busiest season of the year at noonday, is 
not so busy as heaven is all the time 
Grand projects of mercy for other worlds 
Victories to be celebrated. 
The downfall 
of despotisms on earth to be announced 
Great songs to be learned and sung 
Great expeditions on which God shall 
send forth all his children. 
Plenty to do 
but no fatigue. If you are seated under 
the tree of life it will not be to rest but to 
talk over with some old comrade old times 
—the battles where you fought shoulder to 
shoulder. Jacob and the angel wrestled 
together. Jacob was not thrown because 
the angel favored him. 
But once get your 
resurrected body and the angel could * not 
wrestle you down.

The Qoince in Histoiy. 


An English gardener writes : 
Inde- 
pendently of the fact that the praise of 
this ancient tree has been sniifr by 
classical writers, that it was worshiped 
by the Greeks, 
while Hercules is 
credited with having stolen the histori- 
cal "golden apples," which, by the way, 
were quinces from the gardens of the 
Hesperides, so famous in ancient fable, 
the tree for its own intrinsic value as a 
prominent member of a well-known old 
family is worthy of general cultivation 
in our arboretums and shrubberies. If 
we take up any good authors on hardy 
trees we invariably find an interesting 
history of the quince. 
One tells us the 
forbidden fruit presented by Eve to her 
spouse (poor man !) was a quince, which 
Jewish tradition describes as "golden. " 
Another says, as I have just observed, 
the golden apples of the Hesperides 
were 
bright 
golden 
quinces, not 
oranges ; while others assure us that an 
ancient statue of Hercules himself was 
found in Eome holding three quinces 
in its hand. The quince was thought 
by the Greeks and Eomans to be the 
emblem of love and happiness. It was 
dedicated to Venus, and the temples of 
that goddess at Cyprus and Paphos 
were decorated with the fruit. The 
nuptial chambers were also decorated 
with it, and the bride and bridegroom 
ato of the fruit after the marriage cere- 
mony. 
This custom, 
according to 
Brand in "Popular Antiquities," was 
continued as late as 1725, when the 
husband presented a quince to his bride 
at an English marriage ceremony. So 
much for its ancient history ; but what 
a falling oflF, what a far cry from the 
gardens of Hesperides to an isolated 
corner in an out-of-the-way orchard, 
for this is now the fate of the classical 
quince in modern England. But why 
allow it to remain in obscurity ? 
Will 
no one introduce it as he would a 
standard thorn or any other deciduous 
tree to his choice selection of stately 
conifers, sadly needing relief, or plant 
it in the shrubbery, where the beauty 
of its flowers, independent of its golden 
fruit, would well repay the little care 
devoted to it ? I well remember some 
years ago passing through a gentle- 
man's orchard in Gloucestershire, and 
there the last tree, hemmed in by tall 
sheltering hedges, was a pear-shaped 
quince, literally weighed down with its 
bright golden fruit. It grew by the 
side of a small rivulet, just the spot for 
it, as the beauty of its large, fragrant 
pomes testified.

How the Blood-stained Grounds 


Looked Then and How They 


are 
Used To-day. 


The Heroes of That Memorable 


Occasion and the Haunts 


Made Famous Then. 


The Battle of Chancellorsville. 


When the memory oC the old soldier goes 


back to Chancel lorsvi He, twenty-three years 
ago, who can desoribe.his feeling. 
General 


Hooker stood at Spottsylvania commanding 
132,908 Potomac soldiers and General Lee 
was on tne heights of Fredericksbnrg with 
62^00 men. • 


Backing Hooker were such warriors as 


Stoncman, 
Reynolds, - Conch, 
Sickles, 


Moade, Sedgwick, Howard and Slocum. Lue 
had Jackson, Early and Anderson at his 
command, nnd there waged one of the 
fiercest battles on record, continuiug from 
May 1 to May 4, 1863. A 
corres- 


pondent gives thisaccouHt: Inthesiimmer 
•f 1883 I visited again some of the famous 
wathern battlefields. AtFredeHcksburg.Va., 
I procured a buggy and drivar to drive to 
Chancellorsvilla The driver was a young 
fellow of about 18 years, grown up since th» 
war, but seemed to.be well posted in regard 
to the various battles which had beon fought 
In that section of the country, and gave me a 
good deal of information. 


. Our road led up the hill In rear of the town, 


by the stone wall and sunken road, which 
our men tried in vain so many tunes to 
carry, past the Mayre house, stopping for a 
few moments at the National cemetery, and 
then on to Chancellorsville, 


The country presents but fow natural 


features to'attract tho attention of tho tour- 
lit. The farm houses seem, largo and com- 
fortable, and for the most part tho farms 
•earn to be well tilled. I learned that many 
of them were owned and occupied' bv north- 
ern dr western men. who had settled there 
rino tho war. ':My driver informed me that-* 
he could always tell tho farm of a northern ' 
man by the fine outbuildings he always 
ouilds aa Boon as he locates. And I after- 
ward ' found by observation that it was so. 
WB passed through ono , section of. the 
country which eecmed to roe to be a better 
place to fight a battlo than Chancellorsville— 
plenty of room to deploy and manouver large 
bodies of troops, which was not tho caso at 
Chancellorsvilie'. I had been at tho Chancel- 
lor bouse In 1870, The farm was then occu- 
pied on a lease by a Michigan farmer, and 
the villain charged mo 81.35 for a dinner of 
hog and hominy, and 25 cents for n glass of 
milk!

The bouse, which had been destroyed dur- 


ing the battle, had since been rebuilt in a very 
lubstantial manner of brick.

In 1883 tho house was tenanted by ono Bob 


Oliver, a native of the vicinity. He was a 
man of about 55 or 00 years of age, and to- 
gether with his son, a young man of about 
SO, and with tho help of a negro carried on 
tho farm. They proved to be very pleasant 
people and in tho two days I stayed with 
them I received from them nothing but kind- 
ness, and in the evening, sitting on tho porch, 
I listened to his stories of war times with 
much pleasure. For somo reason or other 
Bob had not bflen in the anny, but ran a 
•mall farm five or six miles from Chancel- 
lorsville, and judging from tho accounts of 
Bob and his good wife, they had rather a 
lively time of it. If Lo is to bo believed the 
Confederates were evon worse thieves than 
tho Yankees—anything In tho shape of 
graen com or tha contents of tho smokehouse 
was considered fair game, nnd a horse 
was not sftfrt oven in the collar of a dwelling- 
house. During the last year of tho war this 
section of the country was more or less ex- 
posed to tho raiding of both partial. Tho in- 
habitants wore obHEed to glvo up even the 
protonso of raising a crop and to depend 
upon luck for tho moans of keeping body and 
soul logother. 


All this reminds mo that no matter how 


carefully a man may have boon reared—no 
matter how much trouble may have beon 
taken to instill into his mind a proper re- 
gard for tho property rights of others—once 
let him get a uniform coat on his back, and 
he Boems to Icwo all conception of mcum nnd 
toutti, and to have no more scruples about con- 
fiscating n rliicken, an armful of com, a hog,' 
or even a horso, than a cat would have over 
dining off u pet canary bird. I know a man 
now living at Hyde Park who stole a black- 
imtth's heavy hammer, and the most 
notorious forager I ever know was tho

Rev. Dr. Taliiiage Tells HI* Hear- 


ers of the Great Glories of 


the Hereafter, 


"Eastertide" Being the Subject of His 


Discourse—The Floral Decora- 


tions. 


The Brooklyn tabernacle was elaborately 


decorated Easter Sunday, both on platform 
and galleries. The subject of the sermon 
was "Eastertide." Dr. Talmage took his 
text from I. Cor. xv,, 20: "Now is Chris 
risen, from tho dead, and become the first 
fruits of them that slept." He spoke as 
iollowe: 


On this glorious Easter morning, anric 


the music and flowers, I give you, Christian 
salutation. This morning Russian meet- 
ing Russian on the streets of St. Petew- 
burg hails him with the aolntation, "Chrisi 
is risen," and is answered by his friend in 
salutation, "Ho is risen indeed." In eome 
parts of England and Ireland to this very 
day there is the superstition that on Easter 
morning the sun dances in the heavens; 
and well may we forgive such a supersti- 
tion, which illustrates the fact that .the 
natural world seems to sympathize with the 
spiritual. 
'. 


Hail! Easter morning. Flowers! Flow- 


GIB! All of them a voice, all ef them« 
tongue, all of them full of speech to-day. 1 
bend over one of the lilies and I hear it say: 
"Consider the lilies of the field, how they 
grow; they toil not, neither do • they spin* 
yet Solomon in all his glory was not .ar- 
rayed as one of these." I bend over a rose 
and it seams to whisper:' "I am the rose 
of Sharon." And then I stand and listen. 
From all Bides there comes tho chorus of 
flowers, saying: "If God so clothe the 
grass of the field, which to-day is and to- 
morrow is cast into the oven, shall He not 
much more clothe you, 0 ye of little 
faith?" 


Flowers! Flowers! Braid them into the 


bride's hair. Flowers! Flowers! Strew 
them over the graves of the day, sweet 
prophecy of the- resurrection.: Flowers! 
Flowers! Twist them into a garland for my 
Lord Jesus on Easter morning. "Glory be to 
the Father, and to the Son,'and to the Holy 
Ghost; as it was ih>the beginning, is now, 
and ever shall be." 
. Why, if a rainbow this morning had 
fallen and struck the galleries and struck the 
platform the scene 'could not have been 
more radiant Oh! how bright and how 
beautiful the flowers, and how much they 
make mo think of Christ and his 'religion, 
that 
brightens 
everything it touches, 


brightens our life, brightens our character, 
brightens society, brightens the church; 
brightens everything. Yon who -go, with 
gloomy countenance,- pretending yon are 
better than I am because of your lugubri- 
ousneSB, you cannot cheat mo. Ton old 
hypocrite! I know you. Pretty case you 
are for a man that professes to be more 
than conqueror. It is not religion that 
mokes you gloomy,, it is the. lack of it. 
There is just as much religion in a wed- 
ding as in a burial, just as much religion 
in a smile as in a tear. Those gloomy 
Christians we sometimes see are the people 
to whom I lifce to lend money, for I never 
see them a#aiu! The women came to .the 
Savior's tomb and they dropped spices.all 
around the tcftnb, and those spices were 
.he seed that began to grow, 'and from 
them came all the flowers of this Easter 
morn. Tho two angels robed in white 
;ook hold of the stone at the Savior's tomb, 
and they hurled it with such force down .the 
rill that it crushed in the door of the 
world's sepulcher, and the stark and the 
dead must come forth. 


I core not how labyrinthine the mauso- 


leum, or. kow costly the sarcophagus, .or 
lowever beautifully parterred the family 
pounds, we want them all broken up by 
he Lord of the resurrection: 
They must' 


come out. Father and mother, they must 
come out 
Husband and wife, they mnat 


come oat. Brother and sister, they, must 
come out. Our darling children, they must 
coine out. The eyes that we close . with 
rach trembling fingers must open again, in. 
he radiance of that morn. The arms' we 
loldcd in dust must join ours in an em- 
mice of reunion. 
The voice that was 


msbed in onr dwelling mast be returned. 
Oh, how long some of you seem to be 
waiting—waiting for 
the 
resurrection, 


waiting! And for these broken hearts. .to- 
day I make a soft, cool bandage out. of 
ilaater flowers. 


Six years ago, the night before Easter, I 


received an Easter card on which there was 
a representation of that exquisite flower, 
the trumpetcreoper, and underitthe words: 
'The trumpet shall sound and the dead 
Bhallriso." 
There was especial reason 


why at that time I should have that. card 
Bent me, and I present the same cousola- 
ion to-day to all in thin house—and who 
ias escaped? 


My friend, this morning I find in the 


risen Christ a prophecy of our own resur- 
rection, my teit setting forth the idea that 
aa Christ has risen so His. people will 
rise. He, tho first sheaf of tho resurrec- 
ion harvest; He, "the, first fruit of them 
hat slept." 
Before I get through this 


morning I will walk through all the ceme-' 
cries of the dead, through all the' country 
graveyards, where.your loved ones are bur- 
ed, and I will pluck off these flowers and I 
will drop a sweet promise ofthegospol—a 


OB6 of hope, a lily of joy—on every tomb 
—tbe child's tomb, tbe husband's tomb, the 
wife's tomb; the father's grave, the moth- 
er's grave; and wMle we celebrate the res- 
urrection of Christ we will at (he same 
ime celebrate the resurrection of all the 
good. "Christ the first fruits of them that 
ilept." 


If I should come to you this morning and 


ask you for the names of the great con- 
querors of the world you would say AleT- 
indor, Cttsar, Philip, Napoleon I. Ah, my 
tiends, yon have forgotten to mention the 
name of a greater conqueror than all these 
—a cruel, a ghastly conqueror. He rode 
on a black home across Waterloo, Atlanta, 
md Chalons, the bloody hoofs crushing the 
learic of nations. 
It is the conqueror 


Death. Ho carries a black flag and he 
akes no prisoners. He digs a trench 
across the hemispheres and fills it with the 
jarcssecsof nations. 
Fifty times would 


ho world have been depopulated had not 
3od kept making now generations. Fifty 
imoB would the world have swung lifeless 
hrough tho air—no man on the mountain, 
no.man on the sen—an abandoned ship 
ilowing through immensity. 


Again and again has He done this work 


with all generations. He is a monarch as 
well as a conqueror; his palace a sepal- 
oher, bis fountains the falling tears of a 


;orld. Blessed be God, in the light of this 
Mter morning I HW the prophecy that his 
cepter shall be broken and hiflpnlnce shall 
,e domoliflbodl The hour in coming wheu 
nil who are in their graven shall come 
orth. Christ risen, we niiall rise. Jesus, 
tho first fruits of them that slept." 
Now, aronnd thin doctrine of • the resur- 
flction there are a great many mysleriai.

Yon go on and say: "Suppose a returned 
HUBiiontry dies in Brooklyn; when he was 
in China his foot was amputated; he lived 
years after in England; he is buried to-day 
id Greenwood; in tho resurrection will the 
foot come from China, and will'the differ- 
ent parts of the body bo reconstructed in 
tlie resurrection? How ia th'at possible?" 


You Bay that, the human,.body changes 


every seven years', and by seventy years of 
age a man has had ten bodies; in the resur- 
rection which will come up? Yon say: 
"A:m»n will die and his.body crumble into 
tHe dust and that dust be taken up into the 
life of the vegetable; an animal may eat the 
vegetable, men .eat . the animal; in the 
resurrection that•'body,' distributed iu so 
many directions, how shall it be gathered 
up?" Have you any more questions of this 
style.to ask? Come in and.ask them; I 
do net pretend to answer them. I fall back 
upon the announcement of God's,word; 
"All who are in their graves shall come 
forth." 


You have noticed, I suppose, in reading 


the story of the restareetion, that almost 
every account of the. Bible, gives - the idea 
tnat the characteristic of that day Till be a 
great<: sound. I 
do not' know 
that 


it;will be very loud, but I know it will be 
very .penetrating., In the mausoleum where 
silence has reigned & thousand years thai 
voice must penetrate.'

In tho first place I remark, in regard to 


four resurrected body, it will be a glorious 
>6dy. The body we have now is a mere 
skeleton of what it would have been ,if sin 
iad not marred and defaced it. Take the 
nost exquisite • statue that was aver made 
ly an artist, and chip it here and chip it 
here with a chisel, and batter and bruise it 
.ere and there, and then stand it ont in the 
storms of a hundred years, and the. beauty, 
would be . gone. Well, the human body, 


been chipped and battered and bruised 


and damaged with the storms of a thou- 
sand ' years—the physical, defects of other 
tenerations coming down from generation 
o generation, we inheriting the infelicities 
of past generations; but in the morning 
of the resurrection 
the body will be 


adorned and beautified according to the 
original model, and there is no such differ- 
ence between a gymnast and an emaciated 
wretch in a .lazaret, as there, will be a differ- 
ence between, our bodies as they are now 
and bur resurrected forms. 


There yon will see tho perfect eye after 


he waters of death have washed ont the 
stains of tears and study. There you will 
see the perfect hand, after the knots of toil 
mvo boon untied' from the' knuckles. 
Chere you will see the form erect and 
ilaatic, after the burdens have gone off the 
ihoulder—the very life of God in the body. 


In this, world the most impressive thing, 


he most eiprcssivo thing, is the human 
'ace; but that face .is veiled with the griefs 
of a thousand years. Tn the resurrection 
mom that veil .will be taken away from the 
ace,''and tho noonday sun is dull and dim 
and stupid compared with the ontflaming' 
;lorien of the countenances' of the saved; 
iVhen those faces of the righteous, those 
esurrccted faces, turn toward the gate or 
ook up toward the throne it .will be like 
he dawning of a new morning on the 
bosom of everlasting day. 
O glorious 


eaurrectedbody! 
Bnt I remark nlso in regard to that body 


which yon aro to get in the resurrection, it 
will be an immortal body. These bodies 
aro wasting away. Somebody has said as 
soon as we begin to live we begin to die. 
JnlenB we begin putting tbe fuel-into the 
lurnaco tho furnace dies out.

The Qnince !n History. 


An English gardener writes: Inde-. 


jcndently of tibe fact that-.the praise of. 
iiis .ancient tree, has been sung by 
classical writers, that it '"was i •worshiped 
37 ; the Greeks, 
while' Hercules is 


credited with having stolen the histori- 
cal "golden* apples," which', by the way, 
•were quinces from the gardens of the 
3esperides, so. famous in ancient fable, 
ifatftree for its own. intrinsic value as a 
irominent member.of a weU-knoTvn old 
amily is worthy1 of general cultivation 
n our arborotums and shrubberies. If 
retake up any good authors, on hardy 
Tees.we invariably-find an, interesting 
ustory.pf the quince. One tells us the 
'orbidden. fruit presented by Eve to'her 
spouse (poor man!) wfts a quince, which 
Jewish; tradition .describes as "golden." 
Another says, • aa I have jnitt observed, 
he: golden'apples of.the- Hesperides 
were 
bright 
golden 
quinces, not 


oranges; while others assure us that an 
ancient statue of Hercules himself ~waa 
!biind'in.Kome holding three quinces 
n its hand. The quince was thought 
by the Greeks and Romans to'be the 
emblem of love.and happiness. It was 
dedicated to Yenns, and the temples of 
that goddess at Cyprus arid Paphos 
were decorated with tho fruit. 
The 


nuptial chambers were also decorated 
with it; and the bride and bridegroom 
ate of the fruit after the marriage cere- 
mony. 
This • custom, according 
to 


Brand in "Popular Antiquities'," was 
continued as late as 1725, when the 
lusband presented a quince to his bride 
it an English marriage ceremony. - So 
match for its ancient history; hut what 
a falling off, what a far cry .from the 
gardens of 'fiesperidos to an isolated 
sornor in an out-of-the-way orchard, 
'or this is now the fate of the classical 
quince in modern England. But why 
allow. it to remain in obscurity ? "Will 
no one introduce it as. ,*he would a 
itandard thorn or any other deciduous 
tree to his. choice selection of stately 
conifers, sadly needing relief, or plant 
tin the shrubbery, where the beauty 
of its flowers, independent of its golden 
ruit,.woul(] well repay the little' care 
devoted to it? I well remember some 
rears ago pansing through a gentle- 
nan's orchard in Gloucestershire, and 
here the last tree, hemmed in by tall 
sheltering hedges, was a pear-shaped
